berlin, Nov. IS. -King Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, who arrived in Coburg, is 
passing through such a crisis, accord­ 
ing to well informed circles in Coburg 
and Berlin that his abdication of the 
'throne in favor of his son is jxissible 
' and even probable. The king is re 
| aiding incognito at the palace in Co­ 
burg. 
Austrian statesmen are doing their 
utmost to discourage his proposed sur­ 
render of the throne, because, they 
consider that tile young Crown Prince 
Bolis is likely to be influenced by the 
element friendly to Russia. 
King Ferdinand al the same time is 
receiving little encouragement in Ger­ 
many. emperor William and the Ger­ 
man government have expressed them­ 
selves openly as friendly to Greece.

the youngest son of 
the late Brince Augustus of Saxe Co­ 
burg Gotha, and was elected prince of 
Bulgaria on July 7, I SKT. He declared 
himself king in 1908 and was recog­ 
nized by the powers.
